set of men almost inevitably endan- 
gers the interests of all. 
The funda- 


mental rule in our national life1—the 
rule which underlies all others—is that, 
on the whole, and in the long run, we 
shall go up or down together. There 
are exceptions; and in times of pros- 
perity some will prosper far more, and 
in times of adversity some will suffer 
tar more, than 
others; but speaking 


generally, a period of good times mean.; 
ihat all share more or Jess in them, 
and in a period of hard times all feel 
the stress to a greater or less degree. It 
surely ought not to be necessary to en- 
ter into any proof of this statement; 
the memory of the lean years which 
began in 1S93 is still vivid, and we can 
contrast them with the conditions in 
this very year which is now closing. 
Disaster to great business enterprises 
can never hav eits effects limited to the 
men at the top. It spreads throughout, 
and while it is bad for everybody, it is 
\\orst for those farthest (Sown. The 
capitalist may be shorn of his luxur- 
ies ;but the wage-worker may be de- 
prived of even bare necessities 


There is a widspread conviction |n 


the minds of the Am.erlcft.ji people that 
the great corporations known as trusts 
are in certain of their features and 
tendencies hurtful to the general wel- 
fare. 
It is based upon sincere conviction 


that combination and concentration 
should be, 


Not Prohibited, But Supervised 


and within reasonable limits controlled 
and in my judgment this conviction is 
right. 


It 
is np limitation, upon property 


rights or freedom of contract to re- 
quire that when men receive from 
government the privilege of doing busi- 
ness under corporate form, which frees 
them 
from individual responsibility 


and enables them to call into their 
enterprises the capita! of the public 
they seek to do so upon absolutely 
truthful representations as TO the value 
of the property in which, the capita 
is to be invested. Corporations engag 
ed in interstate commerce should be 
regulated if they are found to exercise 
a license wprkirig to the public in- 
jury. 
It should be as much the aim 


of those who seek for social better- 
ment 
to rid the business world of 


crimes of violence. Great corporations- 
exist only because they are created anc 
safeguarded by our institutions; and 
it is there fore our right and our duty 
to see that they work in harmony with 
these institutions. 


The first essential in determining 


how to deal wl(h the great industrial 
combinations is knowledge of the facts 


Publicity, 


In the interest of the public, the gov- 
ernment should have the right to in- 
spect and examine the worxlngs of the 
great corporations engaged in inter- 
state business. 
Publicity is the only 


sure remedy which we can now invoke. 
What further remedies are needed in 
the way of governmental regulation, or 
taxation, can only be determined after 
publicity has been obtained, by pro- 
cess of law, and In the course of ad- 
ministration. 
The first requisite is 


knowledge, full and complete—knowl- 
edge which may be made public to the 
world. 


Artificial bodies, such as corporations 


and joint stock or other associations, 
depending upon any statutory law for 


j their existence or privilege*, should be 
, subject to proper governmental sup- 
ervision, and full and accurate Infor- 


I mation as to their operations should be 


j made public regularly at reasonable 
intervals.

This record of the build- 
ing and loan associations or co-opera- 
tive banks is all (the more remarkable 
when It is considered that they are a 
few generations old and that they gen- 
erally have no permanent capital, but, 
on the other hand, are continually run- 
ning out, as the saying goes. Most tif 
their present assets, in fact, have been 
accumulated since 1876 and practically 
all of it since 1865.
